The reply filed on September 12, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) 
or matters): The arguments concerning the Rejections under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph refer to certain language appearing in 
certain paragraphs of the disclosure, but the paragraphs applicant refers to do not appear to conform with the specification as filed. 
For example, applicant indicates that paragraph [0080] has reference to "discrete" particles, but paragraph [0080] discusses 
microshutters. Applicant indicates paragraph [0060] discusses determining the number of spheres in a well, but paragraph [0060] 
describes Figure 1 3 as including an interface module with micro-optics. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears 
to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is , 
longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
